Smashing Records to 
Restore 
Telephone Service. 


Storms and wrecks frequently inter­ 
fere with train service. 
When a town 
is suddenly cut off from communication 
with the outside world by rail, the ef­ 
fect is nothing short of a calmity. 
Interests of every sort suffer. 
How j 
much more disastrous, then, is a se- j 
rious interruption of telephone service. 
Complete isolation is the fate of the 
town or village when the wires are not 
carrying messages to and from the 
rest of the country. 
Telephone service does not wait for 
time-tables - it makes no such demands 
upon the purse as railroad tickets, and 
comes into contact with a far greater 
proportion of the population than the 
railroads. 
A telephone reaches into 
points which railroads can never hope 
to touch. 
Hence the demands for all 
possible haste when fire, a short time 
ago, destroyed the telephone exchange 
in busy Longview, Texas. 
The town 
was, figuratively speaking in darkness 
and records were broken in rescuing it 
from its plight. 
At 9:55 A. M. of the day of the fire 
the order from the Southwestern Tele­ 
graph & Telephone Company reached 
the Dallas office of the Western Elec­ 
tric Company, Which supplies all the 
apparatus used by the 
Bell telephone 
companies. 
It called for a complete 
equipment to replace the on* which j 
had been burned, and a request w as 
made for immediate deliveiy.atjthe tuwn 
was without telephone service. 
The entire order was placed on the 
Texas and Pacific train at 10.45 that 
morning, and the swichboard arrived 
in Longview a very short tune later. 
VV hen one considers how complex a 
piece of apparatus the modern tele­ 
phone switchboard is the significance of 
this prompt action will be apparent i 
I Is a fact, however, that telephone 
companies and manufacturers of a)v- j 
paratus have to hold themselves 
in 
readiness to meet any such emergency 
a.s the fire which burned out the Long­ 
view exchange. 
The importance of the 
telephone to every class of people in 
city and rural districts makeft it neces­ 
sary to be prepared to maintain tele­ 
phone service at all seasons and under 
all sorts and varieties of conditions. 
The Longview fire recalls a similai 
exploit of the same telephone manu­ 
facturers two years ago when the main 
exchange in Paris, trance, was sud 
deniy burned, 
A swicthboaid nearly 
200 feet long, requiring ninety girls to 
operate it, and accommodating lo,tot 
subscribers, was made up at the Haw. 
ihorne works of the Western Electru 
Company, rushed on a train, sh in rd 
across the country and then across th* 
Atlantic in tim e to be installed in Paris 
before a time limit of sixty days had 
expired. 
For every day the company 
fell short of th e contract a time pen­ 
alty of $600 per day was 
involvrd 
This prompt action de im net lated to 
the worl4 th e up-to-date methods of 
American manufacturers.
